‘PEORIA'S NEW STREET 


RAILWAY ORDINANCE 
IS PUBLIC AT LAST. 


Company’s Present Charter Has Sev- 


enteen Years Yet to Run, but Pledges 
Are. Offered for a Long-Time Fran- 
chise—How Becker Worked Council. 


Peoria, Ill., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—The 
Central City railway, which some time 
ago announced its intention of applying for 
an extension of its franchise under the Allen 
law, today made public the ordinance which 
it will present to the Council. 

The time of the franchise is left blank, as 
is the cash compensation to be paid in the 
form of an annua! license, on which the com- 
pany declares its willingness to negotiate 
with the Council. , 

In return the company offers to erect a 
$35,000 convention hall, which Peoria has 
long been wanting to build, to construct sev- 
eral extensions, to give transfers to and 
from the Prospects Heights line and extend, 
the present transfer system, to increase the 
annual licenses, and to continue all the pro- 
visions of the present ordinances guarantee- 
ing competition by allowing the use of so 
many blocks of its tracks in the down-town, 
districts for competing companies. 

The company offers a bond of $100,000 to 
guarantee that it will not take advantage 
of any Allen law provisions allowing it to 
charge a straight five-cent fare and bar com- 
petition. It will continue the present fare 
of twelve tickets for 50 cents. 

The present franchise has seventeen 
years yet to run,’and it is understood the 
company wants to get between thirty and 
forty years on a compromise. 

The fight in Chicago against the fifty-year 
extension asked for by the street railways 
has had a marked effect on the situation in 
Peoria. The original Peoria ordjnance asked 
for a fifty-year extension. Growing hos- 
tility, however, impelled the company to 
leave the time blank in the ordinance made 
‘public today. 

W. H. Becker, owner of the Niagara Build- 
ing, who has secured from the City Councila 
valuable ordinance in a way which has made 
the Central City railway, which for months 
has been trying to get an Allen law fran- 
chise, green with envy, has already received 
offers from capitalists who-are telegraph- 
ing for a share, and he slipped it through 
the Council: without any one seeming to 
appreciate its value or importance. 

Some time ago, when the Central Union: 
Telephone company got its new ordinance 
and began the erection of its building, just 
back of Mr. Becker's building, he said they 
wanted him to supply them with steam heat 
from his boilers. He asked the Council fora 
permit to lay pipes in the alley between the 
buildings. 

The committee reported favorably on this, 
but at the meeting of the Council on Tues- 
day night Mr. Becker stated he had been 
told that it was illegal to grant a franchise 
for a single instance like that, and so asked 
the Council to make his permit general “ to 
avoid trouble.”’ 

The permit granted with the understan1- 
ing it was merely a proforma document, it 

is now discovered covers every street and 
alley in the city and grants him the right in 
perpetuity. 

Mr. Becker said today: 

“We will pipe steam heat in the winter 
and cold airinthesummer. In places where 
this system has been uscd it has proved a 
great success, both financially and other- 
wise, and it will be a great thing for Peoria. 
We shal] put a large force of men to work in 
the spring, and will have everything in’ 
readiness: for.cold weather.”’

INVESTIGATING CAUSE OF SENDING

Says in Cincinnati He Has-Been Con-

~Reiterates His Statement That 
“Embalmed Beef Was Sent to Sol- 
diers as an Experiment ”—Tells

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—Major 
General Nelson A. Miles is investigating the 
beef scandal. This much he told the War 
Investigating commission in Washington as 
a witness yesterday. Today, soon after his 
arrival in Cincinnati, he amplified this tes- 
timony. 

When asked as to the investigation into 
the beef ration scandal he is now making, to 
which he-referred in his testimony yester- 
day, General Miles said: . 

“My suspicions were aroused several 
months ago and I at once instituted an in- 
vestigation into the matter of sending beef 
to the army in the West Indies. .The item in 
my testimony of yesterday relating to 227 
tons of refrigerator beef and 198,000 pounds 
of canned fresh beef, which was unfit for 
food, is only an item. This quantity was 
sent to one town in Porto Rico alone. How 
much more was sent to Porto Rico I do not 
know.”

As the second board began to move under - 
the crowbar the Crosby boy appeared inside, 
shoved a small revolver through the opening, 
and called out: 

** Stop, or I will shoot.’’

Havana, Dec. 22.—Health conditions of 
the city show little improvement. Ameri- 
cans are pouring into Havana on every 
ship. It was hoped they would not come 
until cooler weather. ‘ 

The civil register today shows a total 
forty-nine deaths in the city during the last 
twenty-four hours. From two parishes, 
where the death rate is usually high, there 
is no report. 

The mortality last week was at the rate 
of 106 to every 1,000 population. This week 
it will be higher. When it is remembered in 
Chicago the rate is only twenty-two deaths 
per annum for every 1,000 of population and 
in New York twenty-two, Havana’s death 
rate is astounding. 

There are between fifty-five and geventy- 
five deaths here each day, the majority be- 
ing caused by malarial fever. Typhoid fever 
is claiming the next largest number of vic- 
‘tims, and pernicious fever nearly the same,

TELLS OF FIGHT. 


His Reports of Rough Riders’ 
Battle Before: Santiago | 
Made Public. 


PRAISES BRAVERY OF MEN. 


Describes Successive Charges Up 
the Hills Under Wither- 
ing Fire. 


NAMES HEROES OF TROOP. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—The War de- 
partment today made public two, reports, 
of Colonel Roosevelt on the fights of the 
‘First United States Volunteer’ Cavalry 
(Rough ’ Riders) in front of Santiago. One 
4s: addressed to Colonel Wood, commanding, 
and the second is to Brigadier General Wood 
after Colonel Roosevelt took command of 
the regiment. The War department has 
hitherto refused to make these reports pub- 
lic, 

The first report says: . 

~“ Trenches Outside of Santiago, July 4, 
1898.—-Sir: On July 1 the regiment with 
myself in command was moved out by your: 


‘orders directly following the First Brigade. 


Before leaving the camping ground several 
of our men were wounded by shrapnel. Aft- 
er crossing the river at the ford we were 
moved along and up the right; bank, under 
fire, and were held in reserve at a sunken 


road. Herfe we lost a good many men, in- 


cluding Captain O’Neil killed and Lieuten- 
ant Haskell wounded. We then received 
yeur order to advance and support the reg- 
ular cavalry in the attack on the intrench- 
ments and blockhouses on the hills to the 
left. The regiment was deployed on both 
sides of the road and moved forward until 
we came to the rearmost lines of the regu-| 
lars. We continued to move forward until 
charge the’men rushed the 
an e ‘to 
right of our advance. pits on the hill to the 


Three Successive Charges: 

** They did “the ‘work in fine shape, though 
suffering severely; the guidons of Troops 
E and G were first planted on the summit; 
though .the:first men up were some of A and 
B troopers, who were with me. We then 
opened ‘fire on the intrenchments ona hill 
to our left; which some of the other regi- 
ments were assailing, and which they car- 
ried a few, minutes later. Meanwhile wewere 
under a heavy rifle fire from the intrench- 
ments along the hills to our front; from 
whence they also shelled with a plece of field 
artillery until some of our marksmen si- 
lenced it. When the men got their wind we 
charged again, and carried. the second line 
of intrenchments with a rush. Swinging to 
the left we then drove the Spaniards over the 
brow of the chain of hills fronting on San- 
tiago. By this time the regiments were 
much mixed and we were undera heavy fire, 
both of shrapnel and from rifles, from the 
batteries, intrenchments, and forts immedi- 
ately in front of the city. 

‘On the extreme front I now found myself 
in command, with fragments of the six cav- 
alry regiments and the two batteries under 
me. The Spaniards made one or two ef- 
forts to retake the line, but were promptly 
driven back. Both General Sumner and you 
sent me word to hold the line at all hazards, 
and that night we dug a line of intrench- 
ments across our front, using the captured 
Spanish “intrenchment ‘tools. 


No Food for the Men. 


“We had nothing to eat except what we 
captured from the Spaniards: but their din- 
ners had fortunately been cooked, and we 
ate them with a relish, having been fighting 
all day. We had no blankets or coats and 
lay in the trenches all night. The Spaniards 
attacked us once fn the night, and at dawn 
they opened a heavy artillery and rifle fire. 
Great assistance was rendered us by Lieu- 
tenant Parker’s gatling battery at critical 
moments. He fought his guns at the ex- 
treme front of the firing line in a way that 
repeatedly called forth the cheers of my 
men. One of the Spanish batteries which 
was used against us was directly in front 
of the hospital, so that the Red Cross 
flag flew over the battery, saving it from our 
fire for a considerable period. The Spanish 
Mauser bullets made clean wounds, but they 
also used a copper-jacketed or brass-jacket- 
ed bullet which exploded, making bad 
wounds indeed. 

_ “Since then we have continued to hold 
the ground; the food has been short, and 
until today we could not get our blankets, 


coats, or shelter tents, while the men lay 


all day under the fire of the Spanish ‘bat- 
terles, intrenchments, and guerrillas in 
trees, anc& worked all night in the trenches, 
never even taking off their shoes, but they 
are in excellent spirits and ready and anx- 
ious to carry out any orders they receive. 
At the end of the first day the eight troops 
were commanded two by Captains, three by 
First Lieutenants, two by Second Lieuten- 
ants, and one by the sergeant whom you 
made Acting Lieutenant.” 


Losses During the Battles. 

** We went into the fight 490 strong: 86 were 
killed or wounded and there are half a 
dozen missing. The great heat prostrated 
nearly forty men, some of them among the 
best in the regiment. Besides Captafn O'Neil 
and Lieutenant Haskell, Lieutenants Leahy, 
Devereaux, and Case were wounded. Al) 
behaved with great gallantry. As for Cap- 
tain O'Neill, his loss is one of the severest 
that could have befallen the regiment. He 
was a man of cool head, great executive 
ability, and literally dauntless courage. ‘' 

“The guerrillas in trees not only fired at 
our troops, but seemed to devote themselves 
especially to shooting at the surgeons, the 
hospital assistants with Red Cross bandages 
on their arms, the wounded who were being 
carried in litters, and the burying parties. 
Many of these guerrillas were dressed in 
green uniforms. 


_Commends Men for Bravery. 

“To attempt to give a list of the men 
who showed signal valor would necessitate 
sending in an almost complete roster of the 
regiment. Many of the cases which I men- 
tion stand merely as examples of the rest, 
not as exceptions. . | ‘ 

“Captain Jenkins acted as Major, and 
showed such conspicuous gallantry and effi-

Troopers Albertson, Winter, 
McGregor, and Ray Clark of Troop F,, Troop- 
ers Bugbee, Jackson, and Waller of Troop 
A, Trumpeter MacDonald of Troop L, Ser- 
geant Hughes of Troop B, and Trooper Geir- 
en of Troop.G.all continued to fight after 
being wounded, some severely; most of them 
fought until the end of the day. Trooper 
Oliver B. ‘Norton of Troop B, who, with 
his brother, was by my side all throughout 
thé charging, was killed while fighting with 
marked gallantry, Sergeant Ferguson, Cor+ 
poral Lee, and Troopers Bell and (Carroll 
of Troop K, Sergeant Dame of Troop E, 
Troopers Goodwin, Campbell, and Dudley 
Dean, Trumpeter Foster of Troop B, and 
Troopers Greenwold and Bardepan of Troop 
A are all worthy of special mention for cool- 
ness and gallantry; they all merit promotion 
when the time comes. 


Trooper Rowland a Hero. 

“ But the most conspicuous gallantry was 
shown by Trooper Rowland. He was wound- 
ed in the side in our first fight, but kept in 
the firing line; he was sent to the hospital 
the next day, but left it and marched out to 
us, overtaking us, and fought all through 
this battle with such indifference to danger 
that I was forced again and again to rate 
and threaten him for running needless risk. 
Great gallantry was also shown by fcur 
troopers whom I cannot identify and by 
Trooper Winslow Clark of Troop G. It was 
after we had taken the first hill. I called vut 
to rush the second, and, having by that time 
lost my horse, climbed a wire fence and 
started towards’ it: After going a couple of 
hundred yards under a heavy fire I found 
that no one else had come. As I discovered 
later it was.simply because in the confusion, 
with men shooting and being shot, they had 
not noticed me start. I told the five men to 
wait a moment, as it might be misunderstood 
if we all ran back, while I ran back and 
started the regiment, and as soon as I aid 
‘so the regiment came with a rush. But, 
meanwhile, the five men coolly lay down in 
the. open, returning the fire from the 
trenches. It is to be wondered at that only 
Clark was seriously wounded, and he called 
out as we passed again ‘to lay his canteen 
where he could reach it, but to continue the 
charge and leave him where he was. All 
the wounded had to be left until after the 
fight, for we could spare no men from the 
firing line.

Text of Second Report. 


e second report reads: | 

S Comp Hamilton, near Santiago de Cuba, 
July 20, 1898.—Sir: In obedience to your 
directions, I herewith report on the opera- 
‘tions of my regiment from the tst to the 
17ih inst. inclusive. As I have already 
‘made you two reports about the first day’s 
operations, I shall pass them over rather 
briefly. On the morning of the first day 
my regiment was formed at the head of 4 
second brigade, by the El Poso sugar mill. 
When the batteries opened, the Spaniards 
replied to us with shrapnel which killed and 
wounded several of the men of my regiment. 
We then marched toward the right, and my 
regiment crossed the ford before the balloon 
came down there and attracted the fire of 
the enemy, so that at that point we lost no 
one. My orders had been to march forward 
until I joined General Lawton’s left wing, 
but after going about three-quarters of a 
mile I was halted and told to remain in re- 
serve near the creek by a deep lake. The 
bullets dropped thick among us for the next 
hour while we lay there and many of my 
men were killed.or wounded. Among the 
former was Captain O'Neil, whose loss was 
a heavy blow to the regiment, for he was 
a singularly gallant and efficient officer. 
Acting Lieutenant Haskell was also shot at 
this time. He showed the utmost courage 
and had been of great use during the fight- 
ing and marching. It seems tO me some 
action should be taken about him. You then 
sent me word to move forward in support of 
the regular cavalry, and I advanced the 
regiment. in column of companies, each com- 
pany deployed as skirmishers. We moved 
through several skirmish lines of the regi- 
meht ahead of us, as it seemed to me our 
only chance was in rushing the intrench- 
ments in front instead of firing at them 
from a distance. 


, Charge on the Blockhouse. 

- “ Accordingly we charged the blockhouse 
and intrenchments on the hill to our right 
against a heavy fire. It was taken in good 
style, the men of my regiment thus being 
the first to capture any fortified postion 
and to bréak through the Spanish line. The 
guidons of G and E troops were first at this 
point, but some of the men of A and B 
troops who were with me personally got in 
ahead of them. At the last wire fence up 
this hill I was obliged to abandon my horse 
and after that went on foot. After captur- 
ing this hill we first of all directed a heavy 
fire upon the San Juan Hill, to our left, 
which was at the time being assailed by the 
regular infantry and cavalry, supported by 
Captain Parker's gatling guns. By the time 
San Juan was taken a large force had as- 
sembled on the hill we had previously cap- 
tured, consisting not only of my own regi- 
ment but of the Ninth and of portions of 
other cavalry regiments. We then charged 
forward under a heavy fire across the val- 
ley against the Spanish intrenchments on 
the hill in the rear of the San Juan Hill. 
This we also took, capturing several pris- 
oners. We then formed in whatever order 
we could and moved forward, driving the 
Spanish before us to the crest of the hills in 
our front, which were immediately opposite 
the City of Santiago itself. 


- Halted at Crest of Hill. 

‘‘ Here I received orders to halt and hold 
the crest of the hill. I had at that time 
fragments of the Sixth Cavalry Regiment 
and an occasional infantryman under me— 
800 or 400 men all toid. As Iwas the highest 


so continued until next morning. The Span- 
jards attempted to make a counter attack 
that afternoon, but were easily driven back, 
and then untdl after dark we remained under 
a heavy fire from their rifles and great guns, 
lying flat on our faces on a gentle slope just 
behind the crest. 
ling battery was run up to the right of my 
regiment and did most excellent ahd gallant 
service. In order tocharge the men had, of 
course, been obliged to throw away their 
packs, and we had nothing to sleep in and 
nothing to eat. We were lucky enough, 
however, to find in the last blockhouse 
captured the Spanish dinners still cooking, 
which we ate with relish. They consisted 
chiefly of rice and peas, with a big pot con- 
taining a stew of fresh meat, probably for 
the officers. We also distributed the 
captured Spanish blankets, as far as they 
would go, among our men, and gathered a 
good deal of Mauser ammunition for use in 
the Colt rapid-fire gun which was being 
brought up. ‘ 


Night Attack Repulsed. 

“ That night we dug intrenchments across 
our front. At 8 o’clock in the morning the 
Spaniards made another attack upon us, 
which was easily repelled, and at 4 they 
opened the day with a heavy rifle and shrap- 
nel fire. All day long we remained under 
this, replying whenever we got the chance. 
In the evening at about 8 o’clock the Span- 


there, I took command of all of them, and 


Captain Parker’s Gat- ; 


well forward. I got all my men down into 
the trenches, as did the other command 
near me, and we opened a heavy return fire. 
The Spanish advance was at-oncé stopped, 
and after an hour their fire died-away. This 
night we completed most of our trenches 
and began to build bomb. proofs. The pro- 
tection afforded to 6ut men was good, and 
next morning I had but one man wounded 
from the rifie and shell fire until 12 o'clock, 
when the truce came. I do not mention the 
officers and men who particularly distin- 
guished themselves, as I have nothing to add 
in this respect to what was contained in 
my two former letters. There were numer- 
ous Red Cross flags flying in the various 
parts of the city, two of them so arranged 
that they directly covered batteries in our 
front, and for some time were the cause of 
our not firing at them. 


Spaniards Shoot Wounded Men. 
“The Spanish guerrillas were active, espe- 
cially in our rear, wheré they seemed by 
preference to attack the wounde@ men, who 
-were being carried on litters, the doctors 
and medical attendants, with Red Cross 
badges on theirvarms, and the burial parties. 
I organized a detail of sharpshooters and 
sent it out after these guerrillas, of whom 
it killed thirteen. Two of the men thus 
‘killed. were shot several hours after the 
truce had been in operation, because, in spite 
of this fact, they kept firing upon our men 
as they went to draw water. They were 
stationed in the trees, as the guerrillas were 
generally, and owing to the density of the 


rifles it was an exceedingly difficult matter 
to locate them. For the next seven days. 
until the 10th, we lay in our line while the 
truce continued. We had continually to 
work at additional bombproofs and at the 
trenches, and as we had no proper supply of 
food and utterly inadequate medical facil- 
ities the men suffered a good deal. Theoffi- 
cers chipped together, purchased beans, to- 
matoes, and sugar for the men, so that they 
might have some relief from the bacon and 
hard tack. With a great deal of difficulty 
we got them coffee.. As for the sick and 
wounded, they suffered so in the hospitals 
when sent to the rear for lack of food and 
attention that we found it best to keep them 
at the front and give them such care as our 
own doctors could. aie 


Wounded Men Fight On. 

‘‘As I mentioned in my previous letter, 
thirteen of our wounded men continued to 
fight through the battle in spite of their 
wounds, and of those sent to the rear many, 
both of the sick and wounded, came up to 
rejoin us as soon as their condition allowed 
them to walk, most of the worst cases being 
ultimately sent to the States. On the 10th 
the truce was at an end and the bombard- 
ment reopened. As far as our lines were 
concerned it was on the Spanish part feeble. 
We suffered no losses and speedily got the 
fire from their trenches in our front com- 
pletely under. On the 11th we were moved 
three-quarters of a mile to the right, the 
truce again being on. Nothing happened 
here, except we continued to watch and do 
our best to get the men, especially the sick, 
properly fed, and, having no transporta- 
| tion and being able to get hardly any 
through the regular channels, we used any- 
thing we could find, captured Spanish cav- 
alry horses, abandoned mules which had 
been shot, but which our men took and cured, 
diminutive, skinny ponies purchased from 
the Cubans, etc. By these means and by 
the exertions of the officers we were able 
from time to time to get supplies of beans, 
sugar, tomatoes, and even oatmeal, while 
from the Red Cross. people we got our in- 
valuable load of rice, cornmeal, éte. All of 
this: was of the. utmost. consequence. 
for the sick, nominally well, as the lack 
of proper food was telling terribly on the 


men. 
Men Suffer from Neglect. 

“It was utterly impossible to get them 
clothes and shoes, those they had in many 
caseg literally dropping to pleces, Qn the 
17th the city surrendered. On the 18th we 
shifted camp here, the best camp we have 
‘had, but the march hither under the noonday 
sun told heavily on our men, weakéned by 
underfeeding and overwork, and the next 
morning 123 cases were reported to the doc- 
tor, and .I now have but half of the 600 men 
with which I-landed four weeks ago, fit for 
duty, and these are not fit to do anything 
like the work they could dothen. As we had 
but one wagon, the change necessitated 
leaving much of my stuff behind, with a 
night of discomfort, with scanty_ shelter 
and scanty food for most of the officers and 
many of the men. Only the. possession of 
, the improvised peek train alluded to above 
saved us from being worse. Yesterday 1 
sent'in a detail of six officers and men to 
see if they could purchase or make ar- 
rangements for a supply of proper food 
and proper clothing for the men, even if 
we had to pay for it out of our own pockets. 
Our suffering has been due primarily to lack 
of transportation and of proper food or suf- 
ficient clothing and of medical supplies. 
We should now have wagon sheets for tent- 
age. THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


WILL PAY OFF CITY DEBTS. 


Philadelphia in the Next Two Weeks 
Will Liquidate Over $7,000,- 
000 Worth of Obligations 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 22.—[Special. ]—In 
the course of the next two weeks the City of 
Philadelphia will devote the sum of $7,089,400 
toward liquidating the debt of the munici- 

The loan known as “ Series 8,” for $400,- 
000, will mature on the last day of December, 
and on New Year's day the loans known as 
Park No. 1, amopnting to $4,002,000; Gas 
No. 5, for $1,000,000; and loan No: 85, for 
$1,637,400, will become payable. 

The $400,000 loan is to be paid out of the 
city fund and the others out of the sinking 
fund. The total funded indebtedness of the 
city is $56,872,795. 

Arrangements have already been perfected 
for the paying of the loans which are to be 
canceled next week.

SENATOR ADDRESSES NEW ENGLAND 
. SOCIETY OF CHARLESTON, 5. C. 


Responds to the Toast, “ Forefathers’ 
Day” at the Banguet, Touches 
Lightly om Subject of Expansion, 
Says the’ North and South Are One, 
and Tells of the Ties Existing Be- 
tween South Carolina and Massa- 
 ehusetts. 


Charieston, 8. C., Dec. 22.—The seventy- 
ninth annual banquet of the New England 
society was given at the Charleston Hotel 
here tonight. The leading speakers of the 
evening were Senator George F. Hoar of 
Massachusetis, who responded to “ Fore- 
fathers’ Day "’; Senator John L. McLaurin 
of South Carolina, who responded to “ Our 
Country’; and Joseph B. Cumming of 
Georgia, who responded to ‘‘The May- 
flower.” 

, The banquet was an elaborate and bril- 
liant function and there were seated at the 
tabies 100 guests. Senator Hoar’s address 
‘was largely of an historical nature and 
touched but lightly upon the issues of the 
present day. 

Messrs. McLaurin and Cumming, however. 
took occasion to declare in more or less 
pronounced terms against the theory of ex- 
pansion. 

Mr. Hoar’s speech, in part, follows: 

“Tf cordial friendship, if warm affection 
can ever exist between two communities, 
they should exist between Massachusetts 
and South Carolina. They were both of the 
‘Old Thirteen.’ They were alike in the ciy- 
cumstances of their origin. Both were set- 
tled by those noble fugitives who brought 
the torch of liberty across the sea, when lib- 
erty was without other refuge on the face of 
the earth.”’ 


scription of the common birthright and 
common religion and customs of ancestors 
of inhabitants of the two States, and con- 
tinued; 


States Indispensable to Each Other. 


“If there be a single lesson which the peo- 
ple of this country have learned from their 
wonderful and crowded history it is that 
the North and South are indispensable to 
each other. 

“The separate entity and the absolute 
freedom, except for the necessary restraints 
of the constitution, of our different States 
is the cause alike of the greatness and the 
security of the country. 

‘* The title of our American States to their 
equality depends not on acres or upon num- 
bers, but upon character and upon personal- 
ity.”’ 

Speaking of the close relations of Massa- 
chusetts and South Carolina, Senator Hoar 


*“* Does it ever occur to you that the great- 
est single tribute ever paid to Daniel Web- 
ster was paid by Mr. Calhoun? And the 
greatest single tribute ever paid to Mr. Cal- 
houn was paid by Mr. Webster? 

“Just think for a moment what this 
means. If any man ever lived who was not 
merely the representative, but the embodi- 
ment, of the thought, opinion, principles, 
character, quality, intellectual and moral. of 
the people of South Carolina for the forty 
years from 1810 to his death, it was John C. 
Calhoun. If any man ever lived who not 
merely was the representative, but the ¢m- 
bodiment. of the thought, opinion. principles. 
character, quality, intellectual and moral, of 
the people of Massachusetts, it was Daniel 
Webster. 

“For myself I believe that whatever 
estrangements may have existed in the past. 
or may linger among us now, are born of 
ignorance and will be dispelled by knowl- 
edge. I believe that of our forty-five States 
there are no two which, if they could meet 
im the familiarity of persona! intercourse, 
$n the fullness of personal knowledge, would 
entertain any bitterness or alienation. The 
best evidence of our complete reconciliation 
is that there is no subject that we need to 
hurry by with our fingers on our lips.”’ 

Changing the trend of the subject, Mr. 
Hoar continued: 

‘*In our part of the country we have to 
deal with the great problems of the strife 
between labor and capital, and of the govern- 
ment of cities where are vast masses of men 
born on foreign soil, of different nationali- 
ties and of different races. You have to deal 
with a race problem rendered more difficult

FRESHET SWEEPS 
. BARGES DOWN RIVER 
AT LORAIN, OHIO. 


Fleet Torn Loose from Moorings and 
Carried Down Stream, but Is Stopped 


Floods Over Wide District. 


Lorain, O., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—A freshet 
in the Black River here broke loose the 
-barges Martha, Maia, Mida, 118, and 106, 
the anchor chains of the boats failing to held 
them against the big pressure of moving ice. 
The fleet was carried down stream at a rapié 
rate, but was finally stopped in a bend by 
one of the boats grounding. 

Two tugs hastened to the rescue, and held 
the boats until they could be sufficiently 
moored.

In the following 
August Captain Crosby died of a cancer in 
the throat, but in his last days he came 
back to the wifg of his early manhood, After 
his death she sued the firm of ich Cap- 
tain Crosby was a member, for the amount 
of the mortgage, and recovered judgment.

Lega Hecker and Andreas Wacker to 
Be Detained Under $500 Bonds Each 
as Witnesses—Woman He Promised

Michael Emil Rollinger must stand trial 
on a charge of the murder of his wife. An 
inquest was held yesterday morning over 
the body of Mrs. Rollinger at the North 
Halsted Street Police Station, and after a 
half’ dozen witnesses had been heard the 
jury brought in the following verdict:

Ry A each for "their appearance as witnesses in 
Rollinger maintained an imperturbable 
demeanor throughout the inquest. It was 
thought he might break down when Lena 
diecker was placed on the stand to testify 
against him, but he sat with his hands 
clasped and never moved a muscle. The po- 
lice now believe Rollinger will not weaken, 
but intends to fight to the last. Attorney 
R. A. Wade was there as his counsel, and the 
accused man evidently was acting under in- 
etructions to hold a.stil tongue. 

The most damaging statement made 
against Rollinger was from the mouth of 
Lena Hecker, the woman whom he had 
hoped to marry. She formerly worked for 
RMollinger in his Milwaukee avenue res- 
taurant. Her eyes were red from weeping 
and she gave her evidence ina scarcely audi- 
ble voice. She said when she first made the 
@cquaintance of Rollinger she thought he 
was single, but a few weeks ago sh® learned 
he was married. Then she made the start- 
ling statement. 

** We were never engaged,’’ she said, “* but 
before I left his employ Emil told me he 
would have things fixed in about two months 
so that we could get married. He did not 

y how this would be done, but I supposed 
he intended to get a divorce.”’ 

She also testified she had loaned Rollinger 
$150 to “save his business,’’ and of that 
amount he had returned to her only $30, ex- 
or of her wages, which were never paid 
to her. 

Ferdfnand Nabicht, a brother of the dead 
woman, simply testified to prove the identity 
of the body. Captain Charleston of Fire 
Engine Company No. 8 testified to the find- 
ing of the body. Emil Steffen, saloonkeeper, 
112 Indiana street, testified that Rollinger 
on the night of the fire had left a satchel 
and box of papers at the saloon to be taken 
care of. The box contained the private pa- 
pers of Mrs. Rollinger. Andreas Wacker, 
the boarder, and Lena Hecker were held 
under $500 bonds as witnesses. 

Attorney Wade said when the case came 
to trial Rollinger would clear up many 
points which now look dark for him. The 
defense will be insanity and that Mrs. Rol- 
linger met her death accidentally from the 
overturning of a lamp. 


FOURTH RECEIVES ITS ORDERS. 


Regiment Is Pleased with the Tidings

The news received at 
the post was that the regiment was to be 
in New York City not later than Jan. 15, 
and that Brigadier General Hall is to be mus- 
tered. out of the volunteer service and or- 
dered to assume his old command as Colonel 
of the regiment.

Lieutenant J. C. Gregg and Lieutenant E. 
V. Smith, who have been on furlough, have 
been ordered to join at once. Captain 
Hollis, who has been on college duty, is 
expected on Sunday.

“The War department has given orders 
to make arrangements for a two years’ ab- 
sence,” said Major Baker, “and we have 
summer tentage and clothing galore.

TESTIMONY OF GENERAL MILES. 

The testimony of General Miles before the 
War Investigation commission is likely to 
have a marked influence upon the final de- 
cigion of that body. His Statements were 
especially derogatory to the actions of 
the Quartermaster’s, commissary, and med- 
ical branches of the service in the cam- 
paign. He says there was at no time a 
sufficient supply of medicines for the troops 
in Cuba. The supplies of rations taken to 
Santiago were ample, but negligence in pro- 
viding the necessary lighters, launches, and 
tugs for getting the stores ashore caused 
mitich suffering. He appears to blame Gen- 
eral Shafter for the lack of transportation 
facilities in Cuba, saying that these fa- 
cilities were used to carry supplies to 20,000 
or 25,000 Cuban refugees and troops when 
they should have been used only for the 


, American army. As for the railroad con- 


fusion and bad management at Tampa, he 

remained content with pointing out the lack 

of government storehouse facilities at that 
point. 
The most damaging portion of General 
Miles’ testimony was that in which he com- 
mented bitterly upon the “ embalmed beef ” 
which he says was forced upon his Porto 
Rico expedition against his will and recom- 
mendation. This refrigerated beef, which 
was shipped in bulk, and the canned beef 
‘that went with it, were both unfit to eat, ac- 
cording to General Miles, and he intimated 
that “the chemicals used in treating the 
beef wére responsible for the great sickness 
in the American army.” It is said to have 
had the odor of an embalmed dead body. 
“If a supply of it were sent to the men in 
this country,” said General Miles, “ I would 
prohibit their use of it.” The galling part 
of the matter was that good fresh beef could 
have been bought anywhere in Porto Rico 
at six cents a pound if Paymasters had been 
sent along with his army, as he had re- 
quested. When asked who fixed this “ em- 
balmed beef” as an rmy ration General 
Miles referred his interlocutors to the Sec- 
retaty of War or the Commissary General. 

‘The commission will have some interest- 


ing work in determining who was responsi- 


ble for the so-called experiment represented 
in the sending of those $27 tons of refrig- 
erated beef and of the 198,000 pounds of 
-eanned beef, all of which appears to have 
been condemned by officers whose com- 
mands used it. The blame also remains to 
be definitely placed in regard to the notori- 
ous shortage in lightering facilities when

Dubs to help the insurgents until after the 
fainy season was over. The unwisdom of 
that plan. has been demonstrated long ago, 
despite the horror of the fever camp at 
Santiago. If General Miles’ plan had been 
followed the wer would without doubt be 
hanging on still. Any resentment that he 
may have felt at having his plans turned 
down should therefore be laid aside by this 
time, in view of the. swift‘and successful 
issue of the wars However, while the spirit 
of some of his criticism may be questiona- 
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charges remain to be explained and the re- 
sponsible delinquents to be exposed. 


SHERMAN AND THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
Representative Sherman of McDonough 
County announces that he is a candidate 
for Speaker of the House in the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, that he is confident the Ke- 
publicen caucus will nominate him on the 
first ballot, and that he will be elected. 
Granting the correctness of his second as- 
sertion, it does not follow that he is correct 
as to the third. The caucus nomination of 
a majority party*has not always been the 
equivalent of an election. It may not be 
in this case if Mr, Sherman gets the nomi- 
nation. 

His candidacy brings the Allen law to 
the front at once, and makes it an issue 
in the organization of the House. Repre- 
sentative Sherman voted for that law. He 
never has said that he regretted having done 
so. On the contrary, he has defended it 
publicly as a good measure. Notwithstand- 
ing the general disapproval of that law by 
Iilinoisans from Cairo to. Chicago, he will 
not say whether he is in favor of or op- 
posed to its repeal. He does assert, how- 
ever, that “absolute repeal of the Allen 
law would put the cable and electric roads 
in the réles of trespassers and outlaws.” 
That assertion is not true. It is a silly 
falsehood. No good country lawyer—as 
Mr. Sherman calls himself—will say so un- 
less he has some ax to grind. The cable 
and electric companies will be no more 
trespassers after the Allen law is repealed 
than they were before it was enacted, and 
they did not consider themselves trespas- 
sers then. Not until after the expiration 
of the licenses of the companies in 190% 
will they become quasi-trespassers—or 
rather tenants at will. Then they will 
be where the people want to have them. 
Then they will have to accede to the de- 
mands of the city for just compensation or 
surrender their tracks. It is to avoid find- 
ing themselves in that plight that the com- 
panies secured the enactment of the Allen 
law and that their candidate for the Speak- 
ership opposes its “‘ absolute repeal.” Does 
he want it amended so that it may be made 
worse? 

In spite of Mr. Sherman’s present dubious 
utterances regarding its repeal, one Chicago 
Republican politician, either misled or mis- 
leading, states that, “ so far as repeal of the 
obnoxious Allen law is concerned, it will 
not make much difference who is Speaker— 
the law will be repealed anyway.” 

The ability of a Speaker to delay or ad- 
vance legislation is so great that it makes 
all the difference in the world to the people 
who want the Allen law repealed whether 
a friend or an enemy of that measure is in 
the chair. Gudgeons may be caught by 
pledges that a friend of that law “ will be 
absolutely fair in all his rulings.” Shrewd 
men will not be caught. 

For a House pledged to repeal the Allen 
law to elect an Allen law man Speaker 
would be folly or worse than folly. It 
must not be, caucus nomination or no caucus 
nomination. Caucuses are not binding 
when their conclusions are a violation of a 
popular mandate and a betrayal of the pub- 
lic. No caucus decree should bind a mem- 
ber to vote for a corrupt or dishonest can- 
didate for Speaker. There are eighty-one 
Republicans in the House. It takes seven- 
ty-seven votes to elect a Speaker. There 
must be more than five Cook County Re- 
publicans who, believing the applause and 
gratitude of the citizens of Chicago more 


to be desired than the wrath of venal poli- 


ticians is to be feared, will bolt any caucus 
nominee who voted for the Allen law. 

When a party caucus is used as an agen- 
ey to defy public sentiment, to indorse past 
legislative offenses, and pave the way for 
new offenses, then disloyalty to the decrees 
of a caucus becomes loyalty to the people 
and the party. There must be enough true 
men at Springfield—“ among the faithless 
faithful found ”—to make the caucus nom- 
ination Mr. Sherman is so sure he will get. 
a barren, empty gift. —

LAWLEss bama has done well to offer 
MISSISSIPPI a reward for the capture cf 
SOLDIERS the lawless and reckless 


Mississippi volunteers who 
left a trail of terror and death across Ale- 
bama and Mississippi day before yesterday. 
Mississippi’s record in filling its quota of 
troops from other States was bad enough to 
begin with, but the reckless action of these 
returning soldiers in firing at people from the 
car windows is worse. They are reported as 
having been intoxicated and as having ter- 
rorized the trainmen. They riddled station 
buildings with bullets, and finally killed a 
child in the arms of a negro woman, besides 
badly wounding the woman. Murderous 
brutality of this sort discounts all the good 
that these volunteers may have done dur- 
ing the war, and the disgrace will rest upon 
the whole of the First and Second Missis- 
sippi regiments until the individual culprits 
@re exposed and delivered up to the law. 
Ruffians of this sort should be punished with 
all the severity of the laws against man- 


slaughter. 


THE GRIP VISITATION. 

- Judged by the press reports, a condition 
bordering on a panic appears to have been 
produced in a number of Eastern cities by 
the appearance of an extraordinary num- 
ber of cases of the winter disease, the grip. 
While few cities are probably entirely ex- 
empt from its presence At this season, its 
existence in a more than ordinary aggra- 
vated form is evidenced by the reports from 
New York; Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
New. Haven, with a considerable number 
of cases in Washington. The number of 
fatalities reported, however, does not indi- 
cate that it has reached so alarming a stage 
as some of the dispatches would imply, 
though it has been formally deciared epi- 
demic in New York. 

The appearance of the disease in the 
cities named has been traced in some quar- 
ters to the heavy snow-storm of two or 
three weeks ago, followed by the slushy 
condition of the streets and the humid 
atmosphere indficed thereby. Whether this 
‘accounts for its presence or not, there are 
the same reasons for seeking to prevent its 
spread by avoiding contagion and other- 
wise. 

The following statistics, furnished by the 
Chicago Health department, showing the 
ravages of the disease in this city in former 
years, may have an interest for Chicago 
readersatthe presenttime:

which, in view of the possibility of an in- 
creased number of cases, may be as useful 
now as it was then: 7 

The grip is a germ @isease, and therefore con- 
tagious. Hence the obvious thing to do is | 
to follow the advice of the authorities; 
‘Keep out of the way of contagion.’’ Where 
strict isolation has been possible, as in cer- 
tain institutions, the disease has seldom appeared; 
most of the risk of catching the disease is run in 
public buildings or ill-ventilated rooms of any 
sort, a street car or railway carriage with closed 
windows not excepted. By keeping out of the way 
of contagion is meant, among other things, avoid- 
ing close contact with one suffering from the 
disease; do not sleep in the same room, still leas 
in the same bed, with such a sufferer, and do not 
use any article or utensil in common with such. 
‘The report further gives warning 
against all excesses in living—especially in 
the use of alcoholic drinks—as well as ex- 
posure and fatigue; also advises against 
self-dosing, recommending that the patient 
go to bed and follow the advice of a compe- 
tent physician. 

The small number of cases so far reported 
in Chicago induces the hope that, with 
proper care, an epidemic may be averted, 
or the severity of the visitation at least

THE apartment building at Bilis 
FIRETRAPS. avenue and Thirty-eighth 


= street on Wednesday even- 
ing is another grim reminder that there are 
many firetraps in Chicago which should be 
condemned and torn down. As Chief Swenie 
says, if this tinderlike relic of the World’s 
Fair boom had burned at midnight instead 
of at a time when most of the occupants 
were on the first floor at dinner the loss of 
life would have been terrible. As it was, 
some of the people on the upper floors would 
have perished but for the cool-headed action 
of the elevator boy. It is little short of a 
crime to allow 200 or 250 people to be crowded 
into a six-gory tinder-box such as this 
building was. It shows the same kind of 
negligence as that which caused so many 
deaths in the Wabash avenue fire about al 
year ago, and again in the Cottage Grove 
avenue fire last week, in which several fire- 
men were killed. The fact that there were no 
deaths in Wednesday’s epartment house fire 
by no means exonérates the Building In- 
spector’s department from the blame of al- 
lowing so dangerous a structure to stand 
without so much as a warning to its occu- 
pants. Without doubt there are a good many 
other flimsy structures of this sort, espe- 
cially in the district around the World's Fair 
grounds, where buildings were rushed up for 
temporary use and are now being used as 
permanent flats and apartments. These 
buildings should all be subjected to a rigid 
inspection, and if their dangerous nature 
cannot be overcome by the addition of nu- 
merous fire escapes they should be con- 
demned forthwith and torn down before they

GALL’S lic, Sefior Pi y Margall, is 
PROTEST. reported to be loud in his 
condemnation of President 
McKinley’s policy in reference to the control 
of our new acquisitions from Spain and to 
demand that tht Spanish Cortes shall resist 
the ratification of the Spanish-American 
peace treaty unless it is accompanied by a 
condition providing for the independence of 
the Antilles and the Philippines. Sefior Mar- 
gall has had the opportunity of a whole life- 
time for proposing the independence of these 
islands, while they were under Spain's op- 
pressive rule, but it seems never to have oc- 
curred to him to do so until they were as- 
sured of practical independence. under the 
protection of the United States. Although a 
professed republican it is evident that he is 
still more of a Spaniard—which means that 
his sympathies are really on the side of a 
despotism. 


NAVAL REORGANIZATION. 

The navy did so well during the late war 
that Congress should be only too happy 
to avail itself of an opportunity to show , 
that it appreciates those services. It can- 
not do so in a more effective way than by 
passing before March 4 the bill “ to reor- 
ganize and increase the efficiency of the per- 
sonnel of the nayy and marine corps of the 
United States.” This is a bill which was 
reported from the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs by Congressman Foss at the 
last session as a substitute for one pre- 
pared by Theodore Roosevelt while he was 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. Thesub- 
stitute meets with his approval and with 
that of such navy officers as Commodore 
Philip and Chief Engineer Melville, who 
discuss it in the current number of the 
North American Review. 

The first and most important provision 
of this bill is the amalgamation of the 
officers of the line and the engineer corps. 
Both sets of officers are graduates of the 
Naval Academy. They pursue the same 
course of studies for three years. Then 
their studies diverge. Some of the grad- 
uates are unable to manage the engines 
which propel the ships they command. 
Other graduates are thorough engineers, 
but have not been trained in the duties of a 
line officer and cannot perform them if he 
is disabled. The old sea commander was 
a trained sailor as well as a fighter. The 
new sea commander must be a “ fighting 
engineer.” The new naval officer must 
know everything and be able to do every- 
thing about a ship. Then no vessel will be 
crippled, as a vessel would be crippled now 
if a number of the line officers or engineers 
should be disabled. 

It is not proposed that all the Mne officers 
shall at once study engineering and that the 
present engineers shall make themselves 
proficient in the multifarious duties of the 
line officer, but that the future course of 
instruction at the Naval Academy—the 
course which it is desired to reduce from 
six to four years—shall be such that officers 
may be equally able to perform duty in the 
engine-room or to fight the ship or take a 
turn of watch duty. As Mr. Roosevelt 
says, there will be then “ one homogeneous 
-body, ali of whose members will be trained 
for the efficient performance of the duties 
of the modern line officer.” The proposed 
change will also do away with that jealousy | 
and lack of perfect harmony which has ex- 
isted since the substitution of steam power 
> for sail power and divided the officers of a 
naval vessel into two distinct classes. 

The personnel bili provides also for a reg- 
ular and constant flow of promotion, so as 
to get rid of that state of congestion which 
exists principally in the grades of Com- 
mander, Lieutenant Commander, and Lieu- 
tenant. The method of promotion by seni- 
ority, which has been adhered to rigidly in 
the American navy, has not worked satis- 
factorily. There must be many more 
officers of the lower than of the higher 
grades. Where the rule of seniority is fol- 
lowed officers, no matter how deserving, 
must remain in the lower grades for a mat- 
ter of thirty years. If they are so fortunate 
as to live long enough to reach the higher 
grades they do so only after they have 
passed the age at which a man should be- | 
gin to exercise command, After long and 


so rapidly as to be of no value to the 
service. 

To remedy this state 
is to be made for voluntary and involuntary 
retirements and by the readjustment of the 
numbers in the different grades of commis- 
sioned officers. The lapse of time wowd 
make another readjustment necessary were 
it not for the arrangement that in any year 
when the number of retirements for age 
and ordinary casualties is not up to a cer- 
tain number in each grade the necessary 
number shall be secured by permitting a 
limited number of officers to retire. If 
enough of these do not present themselves, 
then a board of Admirals, studying the rec- 
ords of the officers, must pick out some who 
are the least deserving and recommend 
their compulsory retirement. J 

If the bill passes there wij] be an increase 
of ninety-nine officers in the new line, and 
the pay will be raised slightly, so as to be 
the same as that received by officers of the 
army and of the marine corps. These 
changes will increase the expense under the 
head of “ pay of the navy ” about $600,000 
a year. Considering what the navy has 
accomplished this year, no American will 
find fault with this additional expense. 
There never has been any reason why navy 
officers should not get the same pay as army 
officers of corresponding grades, especially 
as the necessary expenses of the former are 
often heavier than those of the latter. 

Some minor changes are also proposed by 
this bill. One of them is a four years’ in- 
stead of a three years’ enlistment for the 
men of the navy, and that they, like enlist- 
ed men in the army, may have the privilege 
of retirement after thirty years’ service. 
One hundred “warrant machinists” are 
provided for to induce skilled mechanics 
to enlist in the navy and stay there.

NO MORE ENCROACHING ON THE LAKE. 

The decision of the Illinois Supreme Court 
in the Revell case is of great importance to 
the people of this city and of the other com- 
munities in this State which are on the 
shore of Lake Michigan. That decision 
puts an end to the familiar practice of own- 
ers of riparian property building piers 
out into the lake, ostensibly to protect their 
real estate from being swallowed up by the 
waves, but in reality to get more land, 
I'he Illinois Central has been the greatest 
sinner, but it has by no means been without 
company in its encroachments on the lake 
bed. 

The land& under the waters of the lake 
are the property of the State except where 
it has allowed subordinate local agencies, 
such as the Lincoln Park Commissioners, 
to enter on and improve them. Whoever 
reduces submerged lands to his own use 
without authority from the State is a tres- 
passer. The Supreme Court does not dis- 
pute the right of the riparian owner to erect 
structures on bis own land for the purpose 
of protecting it from erosion. He may 
drive piles, build a sea wall, or use other 
similar devices, but he must not build out 
piers into the water, thus trespassing on the 
State’s land, ‘without license from it. 

In the case which led up to this decision 
the riparian owner reclaimed about 250 
feet of land from the bed of the lake by the 
construction of piers. The lower court de- 
cided that he was a trespasser and should 
-have been enjoined. The Supreme Court 
declares that the act of the riparian owner 
was “a clear violation of the law, and fio 
reagon occurs to us why the structures 
[piers] should not be abated on the applica- 
tion of the people.” 

Presumably this means that the piers 
may be torn away and the made land be left 
exposed to the destructive agency of the 
waves and storms. They would no doubt 
make short work of that land. Much less 
time would be required to wash it away 
than to make it. If the piers which have 
been built unlawfully by one riparian owner 
can be ordered removed so can those built 
by another—the Illinois Central, for in- 
stance. Therefore the probabilities are 
that among the bills introduced at the next 
session of the Legislature will be one giving 
to the I[linois Central the permission of the 
State to retain and use the land along the 
lake front which it has been filching trom 
the State.

Russia, in Spite of Its Vast Resources, 
Faces Financial Distress—Its 
New Industrial Tax. 


The talk about the placing of a great Rus- 
sian loan in this country may or may not be 
well founded. It at any rate serves to call ai- 
tention to the financial Gistresses of the Mus- 
covite Empire, which will probably compel 
the placing of a foreign somewhere at 
an early date. Not for many a year has the 
Russian Treasury been in so bad a.strait 
as at present. Despite the Emperor's pacific 
rescript, the work of increasing the navy, 
and, indeed, the whole military establish- 
ment goes on with feverish haste and with 
not the least regard to economy. Millions 
are appropriated for ships and guns with the 
easy assurance of the owner of Fortunatus’ 
purse. But the imperial Treasury by no 
means resembles that fabled source of 
wealth. On the contrary, it is sorely de- 
pleted, and despite the best efforts of one of 
the ablest finance Ministers in Europe, a 
revenue sufficient to replenish it fails to 
come in. 

Vhere is, indeed, a serious falling off of 
revenue, owing to the prevalence of plague 
and famine in a dozen great provinces in 
the heart of the empire, including some of 
the best revenue producers the twin 
scourges have so smitten the people that not 
a cent of revenue will be contributed by them 
this year, but, on the contrary, they will be 
dependent upon the bounty of the Treasury 
for life-sustaining alms. Elsewhere in the 
empire taxes will be collected with diffi- 
culty, owing to agricultural and other in- 
dustrial depression, so that despite the heavy 
increase of tax rates and the imposition of 
new taxes, the year’s revenue will fall con- 
siderably below the average. The empire 
will, of course, weather the crisis in some 
way. A realm as rich as Russia does not be- 
come bankrupt. But for the time being it ts 
not easy to see how a foreign loan can be 
avoided, unless the increase of armaments 
is suspended, and of that there is certainly 
ho prospect. 

Not a little interest attaches to the new in- 
dustrial tax which has lately been imposed, 


j] and which is causing much dissatisfaction 


among those upon whom it falls. It is im- 
posed upon both the capital stock and the 
earnings and profits of joint stock compa- 
nies, and upon foreign corporations doing 
business in Russia as well as upon Rus- 
sian concerns. There has in recent years 
been a great “boom” in the formation of 
such companies in Russia, largely by French, 
Belgian, and other foreign capitalists. With- 
in eight years, it is reckoned, there have 
been established in south Russia alone cor- 
porations with an aggregate of over $200,- 
000,000 capital. And these are generally 
prosperous in a high degree, paying from 17 
to 40 per cent clear profit every year. Such 
concerns are naturally most attractive ob- 
jects of taxation, and they can no doubt 
contribute largely to the revenues of the 
empire without hardship to themselves. 
They are grumbling against the new tax, 
however, and even threatening to go out 
of business. We shall see whether they ful- 
fill such threats or not, and whether the new 
tax results in an increase of revenue or ina 
decrease and depression of business.—New

had a day's experience as such fn their lives. 
They had been blacksmiths, laborers, or mo- 
tormen. They were taken indiscriminately 
and detailed for the work just as other men 
were detailed for guard mount or police 
duty. With facilities at their commanj and 
under favorable conditions, these men ‘could 
perhaps boil meat and potatoes. That, how- 
ever, was their limitation. Anything be- 
yond that could be gained only by experi- 
ence, and that experience was bought at the 
expense of the health, and often of the lives, 
of their unfortunate comrades. 

The need of trained cooks in the armies 
of the future is a paramount necessity. 


There are artillery schools, tor- 
pedo schools, and various other schools for 
the soldier. But there is no cook & school. 
Under the hand of a trained n in the 
company kitchen the ordinary army ration 
can be made to assume an appetizing at- 
tractiveness that would be impossible with a 
shoemaker or a hostler detailed in charge 
of the pots and kettles. And with a month 
or six weeks of training or longer, if the 
exigencies of the campaign permitted, a 
tolerabig fair army cook could be made out of

But it must be well 
cooked, wholesome, and satisfying. and 
this can only be attained by having men in 
the cookhouse who have the intelligence 
to follow the simple scientific rules for pro- 
ducing plain, wholesome food.

Peace and good will reign once more over 
the courts of Berlin and Lippe. The Kaiser, 
with all his faults, is always ready to make 
due amends and handsome reparaticn when 
he finds that he has been in the wrong. 

He has now taken upon himself all the 
blame in. the so-called Lippe controversy, 
has declined to accept the resignation of his 
principal private secretary, Baron von Lu- 
canus, or to make the Baron the scapegoat 
in the affair; has repealed the orders given 
to the Prussian troops in the principality to 
withhold military honors from the wife and 
children of the Regent; and, in order to make 
amends for past slights, has given the eldest 
son of the Regent the rank of Major in the 
Prussian army and has conferred commis- 
sions upon the younger sons. 

Finally, Emperor William has given it to 
be understood that the question of the suc- 
cession to the throne of Lippe is one in which 
he will not interfere and that he will leave 

he issue entirely with the Legislature of 

he principality. 7 

Thus ends a controversy which has for the 
last year or more occupied an immense 
amount of space in the German and forcign 
press and which has had the effect of evok- 
ing much iI! will against the Kaiser among 
the non-Prussian people of the German em- 
pire,

Lord Farnham has at last responded to the 
charges of forgery brought against him by 
the man who for more than a quarter ofa 
century was the confidential servant and 
principal factotum of the late peer by caus- 
ing his indictment on a charge of intimida- 
tion and attempted blackmail. ; 

The old servant, whose name is Joseph 
Hale, has been arrested. But, judging by 
the emaliness of the bail on which he was 
liberated by the magistrate—$200—it would 
appear as if the Judge was of the opinion 
that Hale was acting in good faith in the 
accusations which he has brought against 
Lord Farnham. ; 

The charges of forgery are in connection 
with the will of the former Lord Farnham, 
Hale insisting that the will probated by the 
present peer is a bogus document and not 
the one which he knows his old master to 
have signed within a few days of his death. 

The present Lord Farnham is a nephew of 
the dead peer, and, it may be remembered, 
lost his eldest son and heir about a year ago 
through a bicycle accident. The young fel- 
low, in fact, was killed by a fall from his 
wheel while the festivities in connection 
with his coming of age were in progress. 

A species of evil fate seems to dog the 
Lords of Farnham, and, although the peer- 
age was only created towards the latter cnd 
of the last century, yet the present Lord is 
the tenth wearer of the coronet. The grand- 
father of the present peer died suddenly 
within a month after his accession to the 
title, while his eldest.son, the seventh peer, 
an uncle of the present Lord Farnham, pert 
ished with his .wife in the most dreadful 
manner, being burnt to death in the terrible 
railroad accident of Abergele. 

Tt may be recalled that a train of petro- 
leum trucks got loose, started down the 
steep incline near Abergele, and collided 
with the Irish mail, the wrecked carriages of 
the mall being immediately. enveloped in 
flames. Lord and Lady Farhham were in 
one of these carriages and unable to escape 
owing to the doors having been locked by 
the guard. 

Among the few people who escaped, and 
that only because they happened to bein the 
rear carriage on the train, were the present 
Duke of Abercorn and his brother, Lord 
George Hamilton, now Secretary of State 
for India. 

So entirely were the remains of Lord and 
Lady Farnham consumed by the flames that 
literally nothing could be found either of 
themselvés or of their effécts save the fused 
setting of some jewelry worn by Lady Farn- 
ham.

Although the Tower of London is garri- 
Brigade of 
Guards, and is. moreover, protected by a 
strong force of police, as well as by the 
Yeomen of the Guards. or “ Beefeaters,’’ 
the understanding being that their chief 
duty is to secure the safety of the crown 
jewels, preserved behind the bars of a 
double iron cage in the Wakefield Tower, 
yet the fact remains that most of the jewels 
in question are of paste and that the real 
stones are confided to the guardianship of 
the Queen’s bankers; the Coutts, in the 
Strand. 

That is to say, the Queen finds it more 
convenient to keep the crown jewels in the 
vaults of her bankers in the Strand than at 
the Tower of London. She likewise believes 
that they are more safe in the custody of her 
bankers, although the vaults of the latter 
enjoy no military or police protection svch 
as that which would fall to their lot if pre- 
served at the Tower of London. 

General Sir Frederick Middleton, who a 
few years ago was appointed by her Majesty 
to the post of keeper of the crown jewels at: 
a salary of $3,000 and a residence within the 
tower precincts, in addition to his military 
pay, has, therefore, under his charge little 
else than paste and sham jewels. Under the 
circumstances it is impossible to regard his 
office as anything else than a highly paid 
sinecure. 

Not ona person in the 100.000 who visit 
the Wakefield Tower and who gaze with 
awe upon the crown jewels have the slight- 
est idea that they have before their eyes 
clever imitations. 

And yet a few minutes’ reflection would ‘ 
suffice to show that the great Kohinoor dia- 
mond, the most valuable of all the precious 
stones that form part of the British regalia, 
cannot possibly be behind the bars of the 
Wakefield Tower and be worn by her Majes- 
ty as a brooch at dinner parties and court 
functions of one kind and another at one and 
the same time. Sa 

The Kohinoor in the jewel towe? is, there- 
fore, nothing but paste, while the magnifi- 
cent “ Queen’s Orb” is entirely set with 
imitation stones and bordered with imitation 


Is. 
The so-called Queen’s crown, made for 
Mary of Modena and used to crown Queen 
consorts—it will be used for crowning the 
Princess of Wales when her husband suc- 
ceeds to the throne—has not a single real 
jewel about it: while the great ruby present- 
ed by the King of Castile to Edward the 
Black Prince, and-which was worn by King 
Henry V. at the battle of Agincourt, set in 
his helmet, is represented only in fac-simile 
at the tower, the original jewel being in the 
vaults of the Queen's bankers. 

The serious illness of the Earl of Verulam 
offers an opportunity of responding to a 
question frequently addressed to me by cor- 
mes as to whether it is correct to 
speak of the first and most famous of the 
Lords of Verulam as “ Lord Bacon.

tional discoveries relative to the comet. 

Numerous. observations have been taken 
at the Yale observatory with the eight-inch 
equatorial on the nights of Dec. 13, 14, and 
_15, which were unusually clear, and an orbit 
nearly correct is now established. The . 
comet passed perihelion on about the middle 
of September at a distance of over 200,000,- 
000 miles from the sun. Its orbit is sensibly 
a parabol, and the comet is now gradually 
receding from the sun, ‘though the earth is 
moving towards the comet, so that. its . 
brightness is still increasing. 

They are now about 180,000,000 miles apart. 
After a few weeks the earth will draw 
farther away from the.comet.and it will rap- 
idly lose brilliance,. The.comet ought, ho 
ever, to be visible with larger splescones 
twe or three months at least...

NEW CUT INS SUGAR REPORTED. 


Arbuckle Bros.’ Local House Said to Be 
* Making Reductions in Prices 
to Retailers. 


It was said yesterday that the local house 


| of Arbuckle Bros. had begun selling sugar 


direct to retailers, ignoring the jobbing trade 
in. Chicago, cutting one-eighth of a cent 
under the trust price. Simultaneously the 
Havemeyer trust cut the price one-sixteenth 
of a cent a pound. 

Printed postal cards, purporting to come 


from the Arbuckle stronghold, were shown 
by brokers which said the 1 Arbuckle . 
house was ‘prepared to supply Chicago re- 


tailers at the jobbing price in not less than 
five-barrel lots. 
The best informed local brokers and spec- 
ulators in the sugar market, especially the 
anti-trust men, declared the rumored Ar- 
buckle move could not be a fact. It was 
said the Arbuckles have been selling direct 
‘to the retail trade in the New England 
ete tes for some time, but at a price evidently 
by the trust quotations. Chicago job- 
Saha have been loaded up by the trust with 
sugar, so that there is practically no market 
for the Arbuckle product among the middle- 
men. But it is asserted that the Arbuckles 
are endeavoring to gain the favor of the 
lecal jobbers, and this, in connection with 
their Eastern quotations fixed upon the trust 
price, is cited as proof that “the reported 
change in Chicago is inconsistent with the 
policy which has been followed 
the sugar war.

MARINE SEASON OF 1898 THE MOST 


List of Boats Destroyed Numbers 569, 
of Which Lake ‘Michigan Claims 
More than Any Other—Losses Put at 

frem 82,600,000 to $3,100,000 — 
Stranding the Leading Cause—Since 
September Insurance Men Mave Saf- 
teres Heavily. 


Marine losses during the season of 1808 
were much greater than during any previous 
season on the lakes. Up to the middle of 
July insurance men were congratulating 
themselves. 
there was a large margin of premiums to 
cover the’ latter half of the season. But in 
September the trouble began and continued 


eminent. Collisions were much fewer than 
in previous years. 

As to the total of losses, no two under- 
writers will make an estimate within $500,- 
000 of each other. One insurance man puts 
the total at not far from $8,100,000. A gen- 
eral average places the aggregate loss at 
$2,600,000. Vesselmen protest that these fig- 
ures are too high, and say the insurance 
companies have not lost heavily. 

In a list of 569 losses the causes assigned 
were as follows: Ashore, 123; aground ia 
protected channels, 126; fire, 40; collisions, 
90; ice, 16; stormbeaten, 96; foundered. 8; 
miscellaneous causes, 116. Lake Michigan 
has been the scene of the greatest number 
of serious losses, with Lake Superior as sec- 
ond. Lake Huron was remarkably free from 
disasters, while Lake Ontario produced a 
larger number of serious losses than Lake 
Erie. 

A year agoa wrecker complained that the 
government had established barbed wire 
courses through the lakes an@that Captains 
could no longer get into trouble. The same 
wrecker last fall had his hands full, 
showing that when winds are blowing con- 
tinuous gales government aids to naviga- 
tion do not wa for much in preventing 
wrecks.

Considerable influence wiil be felt in 
freight rates on account of the destruction 
of so much tonnage. In carrying capacity 
the new ships coming into service next year 
will amount to more than the carrying ca- 
pacity of the fleet destroyed, but the propor- 
tion between the tonnage passing out of 
existence and the new tonnage constructed 
will be less than for ten years.

W. C. DeWitt Delivers the First Lec- 


ture, Revealing the Ways of ‘‘ Sheeny 
Ike’ in Loéating and Working 
the Soft Marks.” 


Residents of Oak Park bundled thesaetodd 
up in overcoats and fur wraps last n‘ght 
and went to Scoville Institute to get in- 
The Rev. 
W. C.De Witt, rector of St. Andrew's Epis- 
copal Church, Washington boulevard and 
Robey street, who has made a special study 
of the tramp question through the West 
Side lodging houses, told how his hobo ac- 
quaintances had succeeded in “working’’ 
such men as Byron L. Smith and Frederick 
D. Haekell for old clothes and cash. The 
members of the Social Service-club, before 
which the lecture was delivered, apparently 
went home hoth sadder and wiser. Here- 
after there is likely to be a dearth of old 
shoes and second-hand overcoats in the 


Jrestern part of Cicero Township. 


Oak Park has been much afflicted with 
tramps of late and the members of the 
Social Service club and other citizens have 
been at a loss to know whether to turn 
them over to the police or feed and clothe 
them. The Rev. Mr. De Witt was called in 
to throw some light on the quéstion., 

Mr. De Witt admitted he had begun his 
acquaintance with the West Side hobos as 
a ‘‘soft mark.” His name and the proper 
way to ‘‘ work ’”’ him for cash had been sold 
by “‘ Sheeny Ike” at the Friendship House, 
99 South Clinton street, for 10 cents. Byron 
L. Smith’s name and the best way tb 
‘*work”’ him always brought 50 cents, and 


Frederick D. Haskell’s was sold to the new | 


hobos for the same amount. 

Mr. De Witt found out from hig acquaint- 
ances that “‘ Sheeny Ike’’ made a profita- 
ble business of learning the weak spots in the 
hearts of Chicago people and selling a reg- 
ular list of them to the professional tramps 
and beggars at the cheap lodging-houses. 

The hobos followed directions and found 
it profitable. They sold the clothes that were 
given them by tender-hearted people to’ sec- 
ond-hand clothing men, who made regular 
visits to the lodging-houses, and divided 
the cash they received with ‘* Sheeny Ike.”’ 

The speaker defined the tramp as a man 

ho gained a living by wandering from place 

o place, without giving any equivalent for 

it. The term “ hobo,”’ he said, was general- 
ly misapplied. It properly meant a man 
seeking for work. His experience had been 
chiefly with the vagrant, who, he said, was 
almost always a sneak, sometimes a crim- 
inal, and generally a “ grafter.”” It was 
the “grafter’’ with whom Mr. De Witt 
shad come in contact. 

All the schemes for “ working ” the com- 
munity, he said, originated in the cheap 
lodging-houses. Vagrants are posted there 
as to the best way to “ work ”’ a man, and the 
best story to tell. He himself, he said, had 
been “ gloriously worked” at the start. 
Finally he got so much in the confidence of 
the grafters "’ that he once acted as banker 
for one of them. 

Mr. De Witt’s talk was listened to with 
profound attention. Some of his facts evi- 
dently startled the suburbanites, for when 
he told the inside history of how some Oak 
Park people had been “ worked,” as the 
tramps had told it to him, some of the mem- 
bers of the audience recollected they had 
been the victims. 


TO END CICERO INVESTIGATION. 


Grand Jury Learns Little of Franchise 
Granting—To Quiz Aldermen 
‘Next Week. 


Investigation into the passage of the fifty- 
year franchises by the Cicero Town board 
is practically at an end, so far as the grand 
jury is concerned. Three more witnesses 
have been subpcenaed to appear tomorrow, 
however. 

Deputy Clerk J. A. Martin of Cicero, 
Trustees Attridge, Gunthorp, and L. N. 
Howell, and the three newspaper reporters 
were before the gand jurors only a few 
minutes. Nothing cameof thequesticns: put 
them. 

Grand Juror a who started he in- 
vestigation, was not inclined to let the mat- 
ter drop, however, until a full investigation 
had been made. Subpcnas were ordered for 
former President Trail of the Cicero Town 
board, who lives at Austin; W. H. Hill of 
Austin, and Postmaster Hutchinson of Oak 
Park. These witnesses are expected to be 
heard tomorrow. If Trustee Peter McDon- 
ald of Clyde is able to appear before the 
jury by next Wednesday he will also be 
heard. 

The evidence before the jury was summed 
up by Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogle 
as showing simply a strife between Austin 
and Oak Park, in which Austin by the 
passage of the franchise ordinance got the 
better of the controversy. 

Thus far no evidence has been brought to 
light to show that boedle was an element 
in the case. 

The delay in the Cicero investigation pre- 
vented subpeenas issuing for several Chicago 
Aldermen who are said to know something 
about the attempted passage of the fifty- 

year franchise. The latter investigation 
a will go over until next week, as 
Assistant State’s Attorney Sprogle wishes 
to clear up the docket before the jurors ad- 
journ over Christmas. A rigid investigation 
will be made then. 

‘Attorney Cantwell was in conference. with 
Foreman Gookin regarding the killing of 
Charles Latimer, and he will bring a score 
or more witnesses before the jury. An at- 
tempt will be made to show that Coroner 
Berz did the shooting if the case is heard. 
Attorney Cantwell said he would object to 
the presence of Assistant State's Attorney 
Sprogle during the investigation. 

Representatives of Reid, Murdoch & Co., 
the Dr. Price Baking Powder company, and 
the Kirk Soap company gave evidence 
against Louis Bulowa, who is said to have 
swindled the firms.

SKAKEL CLOCKS ALL STOP 


BUSINESS IN HIS FOUR EXCHANGES 
SUDDENLY SUSPENDED. 


Investors Who Have Been Placing the 

Dollars and Dimes on “Gould 

Stock” Clamor Vainly for Satisfac- 

tion—Proprietor Says He te a Heavy 

‘Loser, but Will Pay His Patrons 

Back at Present Quotations—Says 
They Ought to Feel Sorry for Him. 


William Skakel’s clocks stopped running 

yesterday. All trades on his four tape 
games at 48 Dearborn street, 170 Madison 
street, 124 Clark street, and 186.Clark street 
were closed. 
* A crowd of seedy men who expected to 
clear enough off “Gould” stock to buy 
themselves Christmas presents gathered at 
Skakel’s ‘‘ stock exchanges” in the morn- 
ing and stared at the blackboards, but the 
tickers had run down, and Skakel was over 
at Powers & O’Brien’s saloon treating his 
friends. 

A fat man with q roll of bills as thick as 
his two fists was helping Harry Bassett, 
the manager of the game at 48 Dearborn 
street, to close up the accounts, while the 
speculators looked on mournfully and said 

things about Skakel. 

** Gould stock, according to Skakel, was 
responsible for the collapse of the clock 
games. ‘“‘Gould” stock has no connection 
with the New York family of that name, but 
is calléd after a young friend of Skakel, in 
consideration of his services in ,the agri- 
cultural world. The full name of the con- 
cern is the Gould Stock company. Skakel 
owns a ranch in South Dakota, near Yank- 
ton, and the Gould Stock company is the 
name of a concern which, according to Ska- 
kel, feeds calves and heifers somewhere in 
the neighborhood. 

“ Gould ”’ Drops Twenty Points. 

Gould stock dropped over twenty points 
after the investors in Skakel’s games had 
put all their money on it to send it up. Skakel 
says the fall broke him, but the investors say 
he marked the stock down twenty points 
on the blackboard and then closed his “ ex- 
changes’ and pocketed the margins which 
he had put up. 

Investors in Skakel’s games have been 
putting dollars ang dimes on Gould stock for 
over a week trying to sendit up. But it did 
not rise. The investors say Skakel refused 
to mark it up on the blackboard, and as they 
stock is not known outside of Skakel’s ex- 
Changes they had no way of protecting them- 
selves. They depended on -Skakel and his 
piece of chalk for quotations, and when, as 
they put it, Skakel made the price fall they 
had no way to secure themselves but by 
investing what money they had left in it. 
But Skakel and his piece of chalk were ob- 
durate. 

The stock dropped twenty-four points on 
Wednesday. Skakel worked with his piece 
of chalk all day marking down the figures, 
and the investors were in despair. But they 
kept putting in their dimes and nickels on 
it, feeling sure it had reached the bottom. 
Some of them say Skakel must have taken 
in $10,000 in margins on the stock at his 
four exchanges. : 

All Trades Declared Off. , 

When the investors visited the four ex- 
changes yesterday they were startled to find 
the cleck machines were not running, and 
thet Skakel’s managers had marked on the 
blackboards a notice that all trades were 
off. At the Dearborn street “‘ exchange ’’ 
Harry Bassett, the manager, told them they 
could get their margins back at present 
quotations, but some of the speculators de- 
cided to hold on to their certificates till the 
*“‘exchanges’”’ open again. The rest went to 
hunt Skakel. 

They found him at Powers & O'Brien's 
saboon. He mournfully declared his liabil- 
ities were $15,000, and that he had closed the 
exchange to avoid a financial panic. 

.“* Every investor will get his money back, 
100 cents on the dollar,”’ he said—‘“ that is. 
at present quotations. It may cause some 
of them to lose, but it is nothing to my loss. 
I haven't been making any money lately, and 
I thought it best to close. I have heard of 
only two men kicking about the settlements. 
They ought to feel sorry for me.’ 

“Gould”’ stock is one of a half dozen 
stocks with high sounding names that are 
never Leard of outside Skakel’s “ ex- 
changes.’’ Bets are placed on the fluctua- 
tions at the rate of $1 for every 93 cents, and 
the quotations are said to be fixed by the 
+ en to suit the percentages of gains ang 
osses.
